EUROPES ULTIMATUM.

A Final Demand on China and the Re-
ply Must Be Satisfactory.

MEANTIME OUTRAGES CONTINUE.

Organized Mobs Make War on the Erection
of Telegraph Lines,

A NEWSY BUDGET FROM THE ORIENT

SAx FrANCISCO, Sept. 13,—The British
gteamer China arrived early this morning
from Hongkong and Yokohama, 12 days 11
hours and 55 minutes from the latier port.
It was thought she would attempt to break
the record made by the Vancouver line of
steamships, but she did not do so. She
brings advices from China to August 30

Sir John Wolsom, the British Minister,
has protested strongly against the dilatory
manner in whieh the Chinese Government
dealt with the recent, riots, and has put
three questions to the Government asking,
first, why an ediet on the subject of the riots
was not dispatched through the empire by
telegraph; second, why the Wuhu magis-
trate, who tried to stop the riots, was de-
graded, while his superiors, who did noth-
ing, were not punished, and third, why the
punishment of the guilty at Wusuch was
delayed. The Chinese Government sent
the questions to His Excellency, Li Hung
Chang, to be answered.

CHINA'S EVASIVE REPLY.
Chang replied, first, it is not the oustom
of China to send ediets by wire; second, the
magistrate was degraded for other reasons,
and, third, the rioters had been punished,
two being executed and the others other-
wise punished.
The North China News, commenting editori-
nlly on the answers, says the first is merely
a subterfuge, The case was too serlous to
udmit of the delay caused by the use of mes-
sengers, As for the second reply, it was
stated atthe time that the magistrate was
degraded as a concession to the natives, who
hod denounced him for doing his duty in the
affair, The reply is a palpable evasion,
and only shows that Chins cannot be de-
pended on br the foreign powers. Asfor the
execation of two enlprits, this is unsavisfne-
tory us coming far short of the requirements
of Chinese law in cases of murder among
themsclves, Murders of foreigners must not
Efa punished more lightly than the murder of
Jhinese.
Lord Balisbury added to his three quoes-
tions s domand that Hunan, which is the
hot-bed of the anti-foreign sentiment in
Chins, be opened to trade, coupled with
threat thatif China could not control her
own peopls the foreign powers would take
the matter in hand. To this the Viceroy re-

lies that Ching is ‘Forfmt-ly able to control
ior own prople. The conclusion is that if
sble she must be unwilling.

THE POWERS SEND AN ULTIMATUM.

The News adds: “Meanwhile the powers
donot intend to be satisfled with these re-
plies and with what has been done by the
Chinese Government so0 far in the way of
punishment und repammtion. They have
sent China what ls virtoally an ultimatum,
and will not take any inndequate reply.
England's action is understood to bs backed
by other powers, and it is thought force will

A PICTURE OF SQUALID MISERY.

No Help From the Dominion, and the Hirsch
Fund Exhausted.

SNUGGLING THEM INTO THIS COUNTRY

MoxTREAL, Sept. 13.—One hundred and
ten Russinn refugees, who were brought
over to this country a few days ngo by the
Dominion line steamship Oregon, are now
lying in the Dominion immigration offices
in this city, in a pitinble condition. Tu=m
DISPATOH correspondent visited the place
to-night and a most wreiched scene was
witnessed. Men, women and children were
huddled together promiscuously in one
room. The refugees are a wretched looking
lot. The men are dirty and lazy, and the
women and children present pictures of
most squalid misery, The party consists of
abont a dozen familles of eight or nine each,
ond & great number are young children,
from the infant in arms to 10 and 12 years
of age,

The men are a lazy lot, apparently unable
to turn their hands to any work. They

SOMETHING ABOUT THE GREAT LEAGUE

The recent troubles among Pittshnre
Chinumen have nn-'umt-ni'n more serious
phase, Starting with a police raid of &
fan-tan game on Gmnt street and winding
up with the preliminary convietion of a
well-known Celestial on  two serions
charges, the contraversy has revealed son
startling facts. Chief smong these is th
evidence that a flouriching braneh of
China’s most powerful secret order exists
right in the heart of Pittshurg. The words
“Hoan Cheng, hok Beng,” repeated in the
vicinity of Grant street and Second or
Third svenunes will more than prove this,
A dozen or more Chinamen, almost con-
tinully lounging shout the doors of their
shops, will open their long eyes with uston-
ishment at the Amerlesn who utters the
sentenee, and with significant glances
quickly retire bebind their heaps of linen
or connters luden with enrious trappings
The words are "simple enough, meaning
_3*:’ Drive out the Turtar and restore the
F e line.” But their import lies in the

that they constitute the motto of the
great T'inn-Ti Hwey, or Hung Lengue.
Sinee under the inspiration of their magis
words millions of vellow-skinned warriors
have thrown aside their allegianee * to
sovercign and home to plunge all Fastern
Asin into riotons tamult it is little wonder
that the followers of the league in Pitta-
burg should start at the sound.

““Heaven and earth necoupled prodoeed
the sons of Hung in myriads leagued,” says
the catechism of the order. Aeccording to
Frederick Boyle, who has made the subjees
a study, this assumption as far as nuombers
go is not st all incorrect. The T'ian-Ti has
existed since 1664 Tts memhers numbering
millions are bound by no law but the dio-
tates of one of the five Grand Leagues.

BOUND BY AWFUL OATHS.

Tts adherents are found in every hovel
and palace in China. Aectording to the
best nuthorities sub-lodges can «be found in
every part of the globe where halfa hun-
dred Chinamen reside. A member is bound
by his onth not to testify ina court of jus-
tice except under the direction of his
superiors. This testimony is seldom the
truth, The Inspector General of Police for
Singupore in & report says: “The T'iun-Ti
isn standing danger to pesce and good
order. It is n combination to earry ont
private quarrels and to uphold the interesty
of its members in spite of law.™

The beheading of 3,000 members and the
imprisonment of 10,000 more a: Canton in
1817 failed to put a stop to the workings of
the Tian-Ti, and it fourished greater
than ever. Mnanils and the Strits
seitlements were at one time entirely under
the control of the society. A historian
says thut at times the streets of Singapore
were held for months by mobs of the sons
of Hung fighting to the death. The chicts
resided at Pemang, and from there directed
seores of murders and several eivil wars. Ia
Singapore alone there were 62,376 members.
During later vears the society has changed
its tactics. Frequent murders attributed to
it, both in its own eountry and in others,
have ceased.
